"We are such a happy household 
and so content to be together, that 
we make little social effort. When 
we are all at home playing games 
and reading and chatting we feel 
no need for friends. Even the chil- 
dren make few outside contacts." 


Yes, the Browns ./ere a happy 
family—the envy of their friends 
and neighbors, whose children 
loved to go -out or have their 
friends in, and whose homes rang 
with ihe noise of arguments and 
even quarrels much of the time. 
But there is such a thing as be- 
ing top happy and contented alone, 
too united and peaceful. Life is not 
like that Life is a struggle and 
only the ability to adjust to strug- 
gle can fit a child to meet it and 
cope with it successfully If chil- 
dren are satisfied to live within 
tht four walls of home, asking 
nothing from the world outside 
and giving it nothing in return, 
their training for the future is in- 
adequate. They are living in a 
fool's paradise, and when they 
must take -their places and earn 
their livings in the real world, 
they are apt to be shocked and feel 
at a loss.1 They cannot make 
friends, are sensitive and fre- 
quently critical. 


Often parents do not realize the 
dangers of too exclusive a home 
life. Children should have friends 
corning in and out thev them- 
selves should visit and play with 
other children. Instead of taking 
pleasure in their being always at 
home, the parents should encour- 
age them to go out on their own 
and mix with other children. 
Even a certain amount of argu- 
ment and quarreling among mem- 
bers of a family need not be a bad 
thing. U teaches children to hold 
their own and shows them the ne- 
cessity lor give and take. It can be 
made into a valuable training in 
the art of keeping one's temper.

1 Continental currency !• the term 
•pplied to the 40 iaiuei of bill* of 
credit or paper money put out by 
authority of the Continental Con- 
£ 


ess from June 22, 1779, to Nov. 
, 1779. 
In all, this currency 


amounted to a face value of $380,- 
•00,000. 


The bills were protnlflM to pay, 


based upon the pledge at CongreM 
to redeem them in "Spanish milled 
dollars, or the value thereof in gold 
or silver." No date for redemption 
was given. 


The reason for their issuance was 


that the Congress had no fiscal pow- 
er and no authority to levy taxes. 
There was, moreover, not enough 
faith in the prospects of the Revo- 
lution being successful for the Con* 
fress to be able to borrow much 
money. 


The notes, being unsecured by 


•ny real value, quickly depreciated, 
and at the beginning of 1779 they 
were able to pass for only one- 
eighth of their face. At the end of 
the year their ratio to specie was 
M to 1. In 1780 the Congress it- 
•elf recognized its inability to main- 
tain their value and provided for 
fheir acceptance in place "of silver 
at a rate of 40 to 1. In 1781 the 
l*atio fell to 100 to 1, and in 17M, 
jby the terms of a funding act of 
•that year, provision was made for 
•redeeming them, up to a certain 
date, at that ratio.

Wrinkled-faced, foxy, tippling Pre- 


mier Okada, 67, said at the start of 
1936: 


"The advancement of a nation is

Hence the new year ushers 
Japan into what may be termed an 
emergency period." 


Army mutineers, to purify Nippon 


politics, set out one cold late Febru- 
ary morning to assassinate politi- 
cians.

that bare been secured are the re- 
sult of removal of features that may 
be said to have detracted rsther 
than added to the decorative motif. 
Among them were the grill work 
that had been added to the terminals 
of tbe gothlc beams, confusing their 
fine lines, the settings of tbe large 
murals on either side of the altar 
and tbe attempt at wall decoration 


One of the most striking changes 


is seen in the murals. 
They hare

TABLOID AGE FOR 


FOOD HAS ARRIVED 


New ProceM It T«»t«d Out in 


Greet Britain 


London,—The "tabloid tgc" for 


food, frequently described in pre- 
dictions about the future, h« ar- 
rived at least in • *mall way. 


On display in an office in London 


are three small bottles, each con- 
taining two ounces of powdered sub- 
stance. One represents a pound of 
steak, and the others 40 heads of let- 
tuce and 40 heads of spinach, re- 
spectively. There are strawberries 
shriveled and weighing almost noth- 
ing, which when placed in liquid re- 
sume their normal weight, taste and 
consistency. A black currant, dried 
for nearly two years, becomes ten- 
der and full flavored when placed in 
the mouth. 


As for the powdered foods, all the 


essential nutriment remains, and 
they can be used in many ways, say 
scientists. One method is to add 
water to make a paste for spread- 
ing between bread or biscuits. 


The process was discovered by P. 


C. Lavender, a master mariner, ac- 
cording to N. A. Adams, managing 
director of Dehydration, Ltd. 


"While Lavender was at sea he 


noticed the immense amount of 
damage done by moisture, and 
while trying to solvo the problem of 
some tin plates ruined by damp- 
ness, he first hit on this idea," said 
Adams. "Most cargoes contain vast 
proportions of useless moisture, and 
if this could be evaporated the cost 
of freightage would be greatly re- 
duced.

"Then Lavender saw the mum- 


mies at the British museum, and 
realized that if they could be pre- 
served for thousands of years, so 
could other things. 
: 
"There is no reason why the prod- 


uct should be in powder form. It 
is merely prepared in that manner 
for convenience. 
• 


"We can definitely preserve cat- 


tle fodder, and have proved that cat- 
tle fed on our food produce better 
results than those fed normally. 


"Almost every industry is faced 


with the problem of moisture. Hats, 
furs, golf balls, tobacco and arti- 
ficial silks are just a few that bene- 
fit from dehydration." 


Tombs GITC Up Ancient. 


Jewelry of Bronze Age 


Metz, France.—Tombs filled with 


ancient vases and jewelry that date 
back more than 3,000 years have 
been discovered in excavations 
made near here by Prof. M. Delort 
of the Metz High school. 


These archeological finds, which 


date back to the iron and bronze 
ages, were discovered in a hitherto 
unknown mound which a forest 
ranger stumbled upon in the Anzel- 
ing forest, near Bouzonville. 


After two days of excavation De- 


lort reached a wide cinder bed and 
under this found the first tomb. In- 
side he found two black vases,, one 
fitted into the other, a •word 
attached to two copper ringi, which 
were formerly slipped on "the belt 
of the warrior arid one long spear. 


Further excavations in the forest 


of Charleville-sou-Bois revealed a 
more ancient tomb, which Delort 
claims goes back farther to the 
bronze age. This tomb contained 
beautifully engraved pins, almost 
fifteen inches in length, bracelets, 
solars, curving vases of different 
sizes, a bronze knife, and various 
large pieces of quartz. 


Delort is studying these archeo- 


logical finds, and when he has com- 
pleted his report on their historical 
background, will place them in the 
Metz museum. •

Water, Herb, and Oils 


Were Ancient Remedies 


Physicians in ancient times as- 


serted that their ct aft had 
been 


founded by the gods, who had re- 
vealed the useful properties in water, 
herbs and oils. The art of healing 
followed after years of the practice 
of magic and of superstitious rites. 
Men talked about it and then wrote 
of it on clay tablets, papyrus and 
parchment rolls, and finally in boo-; 
form manuscripts. These were ac- 
tually the first herbals. 


From ancient languages, notes a 


writer in the New York Times, 
have- come many familiar plant 
names, such as apricot, myrrh, 
cherry, cyptesa, flax, mandrake, 
lupine, almond and others. 


Hippocrates left it to the great 


botanists and herbalists at the 
School of Medicine in Alexandria 
to write extensively of healing. Just 
before the Christian Era a man 
named Dkncorides, physician with 
the Roman Army, enthusiastically 
collected plants while traveling 
from Greece to Spain and back 
again, and compiled an illustrated 
herbal which for thirteen centuries 
remained a textbook throughout the 
civilized world. 


The first printed herbals were re- 


productions of manuscripts, with 
additions and modifications charac- 
teristic of the printers in the coun- 
tries where the volumes were made. 
la the treat libraries arc originate of 
these ncrbats, tome quaintly amus- 
ing in their portrayal of horticul- 
ture, others achieving benrty in the
